Trial of David Berlin for a Mur- 
derous Assault on Mike 


Connelly. 


, The court of Chief Justice Albert was 
'througcd this morning by a large audience 
of interested spectators, assembled to wit- 
ness the trial of David Berlin on a state's 
warrant sworn out by Mike Connelly. 


The festive Mike was skirmishing around* 


at an early hour this, morning in the vicin- 
ity of the halls of justice, with his attorney, 
Hon. A. B. Bunn. He decoyed the cm- 
bassador of the RBprjuudAN to one side 
and accused him, in a very .earnest man- 
ner, of having written the article which 
appeared [in this paper, about the affray 
between him and Berlin. He alleged that 
it was a base slander, and glared on the re- 
porter with blood in his eye. The quill 
driver, with a sense of conscious innocence 
and Christian composure, mildly declined 
the authorship, and endeavored to soothe 
Ihe highly wrought emotions of the injured 
Connelly^ 


Considerable valuable time was spent in 


awaiting the appearance of Mr. Crea, the 
counsel for the defendant, who was un- 
avoidably detained. Mr. Bunn growled, 
but at last tbe tardy attorney arrived and 
tbe trial was immediately commenced. 


The ^plaintiff was the first witness exam- 


ined. He testified that he had known Ber- 
lin by sight for about fourteen or fifteen 
years. Ho said that tho gentleman had 
Struck him the first blow over the head 
with the butt of his revolver, and reaching 
his hand to his left ear displayed a ghastly 
scar which had not yet entirely healed. In 
an exceedingly animated style of conver- 
sation be proceeded to relate the particu- 
lars of his light with Berlin, giving a 
graphic description of how he had "shot" 
that gentleman on the frontispiece and 
knocked him oft the sidewalk
